Second, the change should encour- 
age students who live close to cam- 
pus to walk or ride a bike rather than 
drive. The resulting decrease in traf- 
fie should be beneficial to air quality. 

Third, limiting the number of “G” 
permits sold should make it easier to 
find a parking space in the JRCB and 
TNRB parking lots. 

“We know that parking is a real 
concern for BYU students and hope 
that these changes will significantly 
improve parking conditions for those 
who must commute to campus,” the 
letter said. 

Martin Prows, 23, a junior major- 
ing in music and theater from Boise, 
Idaho, said he doesn’t think these 
changes will serve students needs. 
“1 think it’s ridiculous to pay $40 to 
park close to campus. I'd rather see a 
parking garage than the new mu- 
seum.” 

According to the Traffic Office, 
letters will be mailed out by next 
week to students who had permits 
last year. Students with 64 credits or 
more will be given first priority and 
will receive earlier notice. 

Beginning Aug. 17 “G” parking 
will be available to all students on a 
first-come, first-served basis. 

SAC conducted a telephone sur- 
vey April 8 to receive student feed- 
back on this change. Of the students 
surveyed, 82 percent were in favor 
of the proposed changes. Less than 
300 students were surveyed.

WASHINGTON — The United 
States and Russia agreed Tuesday to 
slash their arsenals of long-range nu- 
clear weapons by two-thirds and to 
vigorously pursue the startling possi- 
bility that American war prisoners 
may be alive in the former Soviet 
Union. 

The dramatic announcements 
capped the first day of summit talks 
by President Bush and Russian Presi- 
dent Boris Yeltsin. “We have no evi- 
dence of anyone being alive,” Bush 
said of the POWs, but he announced 
that he and Yeltsin were asking a 
joint commission to comb through 
Communist Party and KGB archives 
for information about possible Ameri- 
can prisoners. 

Bush said, “The nuclear nightmare 
recedes more and more.”

Turning in an application, being ac- 
cepted, applying for financial aid, get- 
ting a grant — all of this sounds like 
the typical procedure for going to 
school at BYU. The difference for 
Bradley Francis is he’s 3 1/2 years old. 

Bradley and his father, Jim Fran- 
cis, are attending BYU together. 
What’s the secret to this cross-gener- 
ational academic pursuit? Bradley is a 
student at BYU preschool. 

Jim, 26, a senior majoring in adver- 
tising from Provo, said Bradley even 
received his ecclesiastical endorse- 
ment to go to BYU preschool. “We 
had a PPI (personal priesthood inter- 
view) and he had to promise not to 
wear sandals,” Jim said. 

The BYU preschool classes are 
held in the Early Childhood Educa- 
tion laboratories in the Joseph F. 
Smith Family Living Center. Several 
other classes are available, including 
a pre-kindergarten class and a post- 
kindergarten class. 

While the majority of BYU stu- 
dents have to meet a long list of re- 
quirements to be accepted to day 
school, according to the ECE office, 
the only requirement for preschool is 
to be 3 1/2 years old by the first day of 
class. 

For qualified students of the 
preschool and other classes, there are 
partial tuition grants available. The 
highest grant for Spring Term is 35 
percent of the $175 tuition. 

Students who apply for any of the 
ECE laboratory classes are selected 
on.a random basis. The students’ in- 
formation is entered into a computer 
and the computer randomly gives out 
room assignments. Students are noti- 
fied whether they have been accepted 
a month after application. 

Jim said it was really exciting to tell 
his wife’s family that Bradley had 
been accepted to BYU. Jim said he’s 
hoping Bradley won't have any prob- 
lem getting back in when he reaches 
college age. 

“Since he’s already applied and 
been accepted, I figure he’ll just need 
to re-apply,” he said. 

Bradley said preschool’s not too

Perot’s bluntness offends activists

WASHINGTON — Ross Perot 
likes to call his blunt words “straight 
Texas talk” and says he fervently op- 
poses discrimination of any kind. But 
increasingly others see an insensitiv- 
ity in some of his comments. 

On subjects ranging from women to 
ethnic groups to homosexuals, 
Perot’s comments to interviewers 
have raised eyebrows with a number 
of activist groups. 

For example, Perot has at times 
referred to women as “girls,” “gal” 
and “chick.” When Perot is asked his 
views on women, he almost always 
says he believes women are smarter 
than men, but what he adds to that 
has at times angered women’s 
groups. 

During an April interview on 
CNN’s “Larry King Live,” Perot 
joked that he has “some really cute 
young volunteers” and gives an op- 
tion to young men he hires: “I'll either 
introduce you to her or I'll pay you.” 

“He has sort of a throwback style 
that may not wear well,” said Harri- 
ett Woods of the National Women’s 
Political Caucus. “Many women like 
the no-nonsense, independent style, 
but the Texas macho-man image puts 
women off, and that’s why they 
haven’t embraced his campaign more 
fully.” 

In virtually every interview he 
grants, Perot makes a point of saying 
he opposes discrimination of any kind. 

But Perot also has said he does not 
believe homosexuals should be al- 
lowed to serve in the military, and he 
would not appoint a gay person to 
certain Cabinet posts. 

“T don’t want anybody there that 
will be a point of controversy with the 
American people,” he told ABC’s “20- 
205% 

“Tt will distract from the work to be 
done. See, as far as I’m concerned 
what people do in their private lives is 
their business.” 

Gay-rights groups viewed those 
comments with scorn.

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Mexico pulls support from drug war 


MEXICO CITY — Mexican and U.S. diplomats sought a quick end Tues- 
day to problems that led to Mexico’s withdrawal of cooperation in the drug 
war. But Mexico made it clear the next move is up to Washington. 

There was no immediate sign of short-term effects from Mexico’s decision, 
announced Monday night in retaliation for a U.S. Supreme Court ruling that 
U.S. agents can kidnap people in other countries who are wanted for trial in 
the United States. 

Mexico announced its decision to halt counter-narcotics cooperation hours 
after Monday’s 6-3 court ruling. 

“Before this announcement by the U.S. Supreme Court, the relations 
between Mexico and the U.S. in the war on drugs had never been better,” said 
Rep. Charles Rangel, D-N.Y., chairman of the House Select Committee on 
Narcotics Abuse and Control. 

A Mexican official, who spoke on condition of anonymity, said Mexico 
wanted the United States to make clear it will not use the new tool given it by 
the Supreme Court. 

An agreement two years ago allowed up to 60 U.S. Drug Enforcement 
Administration agents to work in Mexico and 60 of their Mexican counterparts 
to work in the United States. 

An arrangement was worked out to smooth tensions after American agents 
kidnapped a Guadalajara doctor, Dr. Humberto Alvarez Machain, two years 
ago in connection with the 1985 torture-slaying of DEA agent Enrique Ca- 
marena Salazar.

SLC man charged with family’s murder 


SALT LAKE CITY — Nearly seven months after a woman and her three 
children were found beaten and stabbed to death, police filed charges of 
aggravated murder Tuesday against husband and father Sam Kastanis. 

Kastanis, 44, was arrested at the office of his attorney and marched two 
blocks in handcuffs to the Salt Lake County Jail. He was held without bail 
pending an arraignment Wednesday. Aggravated murder is a capital offense. 

Kastanis had been the chief suspect since Nov. 17 when firefighters re- 
sponding to a call of a finger laceration found a virtual slaughterhouse at the 
family’s West Jordan home. 

Defense\attorney Ron Yengich said Kastanis was “nervous and obviously 
upset. He has and continues to maintain his innocence, and I would say he is 
prepared to defend the charges.” 

The bodies of the victims — 38-year-old Margaret Kastanis and 
daughters Kristy, 6, and Melissa, 11 — were found in a basement bedroom. 
Nine-year-old Clint Kastanis was found in an upstairs bathroom. 


Chinese forum condemns hard-liners 


BEIJING — Chinese intellectuals, silenced after the 1989 Tiananmen 
Square democracy movement, have begun speaking out again to support 
senior leader Deng Xiaoping against hard-line rivals. 

About 100 liberal scholars boldly held an unofficial forum Sunday to con- 
demn the still-powerful hard-liners, who want to curb free-market forces and 
restrict foreign investment and contacts. 

It was the first time intellectuals have held an unsanctioned, large-scale 
gathering since the army crackdown that ended the Tiananmen Square move- 
ment and free political debate. 

Many liberals have felt lately that Deng could use support from outside the 
ruling Communist Party to counter the strong resistance within the party to 
his newly revived economic reform program. 

Deng declared early this year that China’s priority should be rapid economic 
development, and that elements of capitalism can be used. 


Rapper responds to Clinton’s criticism 


NEW YORK — Rap singer Sister Souljah unleashed a stinging attack 
Tuesday on presidential candidate Bill Clinton, suggesting his criticisms of her 
were designed to win white votes and keep Jesse Jackson off the Democratic 
ticket. 

“It is very shocking to me that, ina time of American economic recession and 
inner-city urban chaos, Clinton has chosen not to attack the issues, but a young 
African woman,” Souljah said at a crowded news conference. 

It was Souljah’s first public comment since Clinton on Saturday criticized 
her for making remarks before and after Los Angeles riots that were “filled 
with hatred.” 

Souljah, in a 45-minute session with more than two dozen reporters, handled 
the media like a veteran. Her answers were quick and complete; she spoke of 
campaign issues and national problems.

Just as the temperature rises in the 
summer, so do the number of bicycle 
thefts. More bikes are stolen during 
the spring and summer, with the big 
rush beginning around the first of 
May, Orem Police Detective Gerald 
Nielsen said. 

Capt. Mike Harroun, of the Uni- 
versity Police Department, said he 
has noticed an “increase over what’s 
normal” in the past two or three 
weeks in bicycle thefts. 

“We have a lot of bikes stolen,” said 
Nielsen. “We get 8 to 12 theft reports 
a week in the summertime.” 

Lt. Craig Geslison, of the Provo 

ity Police, said 296 bikes were stolen 
in 1990. “We had a lot of thefts near 
campus because of all the students 
and apartments around,” he said. 

Harroun said there were 81 reports 
of bicycle theft in 1990. Salt Lake City 
also has a problem with bike theft. 
Two years ago the police department 
hired Detective Brent Long, who be-

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Women’s Center 
necessary at BYU 


For almost a year now, some people at 
BYU have been working to put together a 
proposal to have a Women’s Center on cam- 
pus. And now it seems they are going to have 
one. 

It’s not official yet, but if all goes as 
planned, today committee members will 
meet to give feedback on a proposal that, if 
approved by the administration, would cre- 
ate a women’s center. 

If approved, the women’s center would 
open this fall and the counseling center in the 
Spencer W. Kimball Tower would sponsor it. 

“University administrators asked us if we 
could take part in it and we feel we can make 
the women’s center work here,” said David 
Sorenson, director of the counseling and de- 
velopment center. “It is pretty much a done 
deal. . everyone seems to be in favor of it.” 

The proposed center would be a counseling 
and advising facility for women. It would be 
similar to an ombudsman center and would 
offer career counseling, education and sup- 
port for discrimination, harassment, rape, 
abuse, eating disorders and other problems 
that seem to be primarily women’s concerns. 

The Universe commends and encourages 
BYU administrators for trying to approve 
the center for women. With the many chal- 
lenges that face women today, and especially 
LDS women, the women on campus would 
not only benefit from this support, but they 
need it. 

National figures show that one in four 
American women has been or will be raped or 
sexually assaulted in her lifetime. This statis- 


Open discussion is praised 


An active, heated discussion in a general 
education class Monday ended abruptly when 
a young man threw a microphone and it hit 
another student. 

The issue being discussed was gay rights.

In 
fact, the Provo Rape Crisis Center said that 
the number of LDS rape victims correlates 
closely with the percent of LDS members in 
the area. 

The crisis center also said that 10 percent 
of the victims they work with are BYU stu- 
dents. There were 65 reported cases last year 
in the Provo clinic, which means going by 
statistics, that over six of these women were 
likely to be BYU students. And BYU’s own 
counseling center said it had 44 rape victims 
come into their office in only three months 
from January to April of this year. 

The fact is, BYU students get raped. Per- 
haps not on campus, but BYU students get 
raped, nonetheless. There needs to be a place 
where women can go to solve and discuss 
their problems and receive counseling. BYU 
is not a utopia from women’s problems. One 
rape is too many. 

Women of the 90s face challenges of choos- 
ing a career, raising a family, not to mention 
dealing with the many violent acts that are 
committed against them, so a women’s cen- 
ter would help meet the needs and demands 
of the women at BYU.

In an interview from her San Diego 
home, she kept an eye on the televi- 
sion as the Padres lost 4-2 to the 
Braves and an ear to the telephone as 
she regaled the era of women’s base- 
ball. 

“I remember playing five double- 
headers in five nights,” said the 67- 
year-old left-hander. 

“T pitched two games and played 
the rest at first.” 

McNaughton, Hohlmayer then, 
was a junior at Ohio State. She was 
playing for the Fink & Heine Meat- 
packers in the 1946 world softball 
tournament when she was spotted by 
a girls league scout. 

“They asked me if I wanted to try 
out,” McNaughton said.

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Provo reviews records access ordinance

“The deal is each local unit 
must pass a law at least as 
restrictive as GRAMA, or 
else be formally bound by 
GRAMA,” said Earl Bieder- 
man, managing editor of the 
Provo Daily Herald. 

GRAMA’s strongest sup- 
port came from the Society of Professional Journal- 
ist. According to an SPJ spokesman, the organiza- 
tion pushed to have GRAMA passed because Utah 
needed a law to solidify the rules allowing access to 
public records. 

Before GRAMA, each city, and in many cases 
each municipal department head, had the authority 
to determine which documents would be made pub- 


lic. “For example,” the SPJ spokesman said, “one 
day the police department could show a journalist a 
document, and the next day they would not be 
obligated to show the same document.” 

Gary Gregerson, a Provo attorney, said he fa- 
vored passing an ordinance which would give city 
officials a five- to 10-day waiting period before they 
had to produce documents. This waiting period is 
the outside limit allowed by GRAMA. “In case of 
litigation the city may need those days to properly 
research records,” he said. 

A workshop on the implications of GRAMA will 
be held today at 3 p.m. in 321 ELWC. The work- 
shop will discuss fees involved in accessing records, 
requesting records, documents now available un- 
der the law and the appeals process when access to 
records is denied. 

SPJ’s attorney, Jeff Hunt, will lead the work- 
shops.
